Wage Cut 

HE owners of race horses are a scattered, 

easy-going, unprotesting, inarticulate lot. 
They represent many walks of life. They have 
nothing in common except a desire to win races. 
Thus they are not likely ever to plan any con- 
certed action to advance their own interests. But 
if they were ever, by any fantastic chance, to 
convene and consider their common problems, it 
is very likely that one of the first motions before 
the house would be to declare a sit-down strike. 
The man who made the motion would have armed 
himself in advance with the following figures:

What is the matter, the speaker would want to 
know, in the midst of his table-banging, that the 
wages of horses and horsemen were cut when 
hard times came and not restored when good 
times returned? Why is it (bang!) that there is 
less money offered for the average race today 
than for the average race 30 years ago? Why is 
it (bang!) that the average horse today can earn 
only 62 per cent of what the average horse could 
earn 10 years ago? And why is it (bang, bang, 
bang!) that the number of races has been in- 
creased by 27 per cent in 10 years and the amount 
of money distributed has actually been reduced ? 
Can't you see (you dummies) that you are main- 
taining more horses than ever before and that 
you aren't getting enough out of them to pay the 
training bills, much less getting back what it cost 
you to buy them, or to raise them? That might 
go in hard times, but these times ain’t hard. The 
race tracks are making money. Look at Hialeah! 
Look at Tropical! Look at Santa Anita! Look at 


are not. They are keeping what the tracks of 10 
years ago would have paid to horsemen to put on 
the show—-and they’re getting away with it (you 
saps!). 

Now, these arguments would sound a little hys- 
terical to the average owner of a race horse, who 
has been going around telling himself that if his 
stable fails to pay expenses it’s just plain tough 
luck, and no sportsman should cry about tough 
luck. Besides, the average owner would tell him- 
self, the expenses of race tracks have gone up, 
and they have to pay frightful taxes. So the 
motion would be laid on the table. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE is not inclined to cheer the 
hysterical rabble-rouser, but neither is it going to 
put in with the complacent soul who takes it for 
granted that horsemen will automatically come 
in for their full share of the proceeds of the sport 
to which they make the greatest contribution. 
Averages, of course, are not the whole story, for 
the average money per race would inevitably be 
pulled down by the addition of new racing terri- 
tory and of many tracks of lesser standards than 
those which furnished the majority of American 
racing a decade ago. But that is not the under- 
lying reason for the decline in the amount of 
money paid to owners. Consider the following 
tabulation, which shows the daily average distri- 
bution at the 10 leading tracks in 1936 as com- 
pared with that at the 10 leading tracks a decade 
earlier:

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A TRAINER’S DIARY 
By VENTURE ALL 

EBRUARY 1. Friendly, Village, and Blackie 

breezed five-eighths together in 1:03, gallop- 
ing out six furlongs in 1:19, all very rank and 
hard to rate. Light went an easy half in :52 and 
out five-eighths in 1:06. Will probably work all 
of these horses farther tomorrow. Red, which 
has a very long stride, only galloped a mile in 
1:47, after I held him up when he had covered 
six furlongs in 1:18. Expected to work some of 
my 2-year-olds, but discovered that two of them 
are coughing slightly, so led the light chestnut 
colt with the pony, and galloped the other chest- 
nut colt and the chestnut filly. The bay colt’s 
left jaw was swollen considerably, as though bit- 
ten by some poisonous insect, so walked him and 
laved the swollen area with Hagyard’s Absorbent 
Lotion, which I have found excellent in such 
cases. Sister galloped with the pony also, and 
the others all walked. Due to the unusual heat, 
and working most of the horses, we had a hard 
morning’s work, and the boys were almost walked 
down when the last horse was cooled enough to 
be put away. 


FEBRUARY 2. Everything seemed to go wrong 
today. To begin with, one of the rubbers failed 
to show up for work, and the walkers were not 
out as early as usual, so that the first set was 
late in starting for the track. Village and Blackie 
were sent to work a mile in about 1:44, and both 
missed the mark considerably, Blackie shorten- 
ing her stride (as is her usual habit) after five- 
eighths, and Village turning loose the bit at the 
head of the stretch and stopping badly. Friendly 
went an easy mile in 1:44, his rider missing the 
desired pace also, which was to have been four 
seconds faster. Gretchen blew out six furlongs 
in 1:17 for a race tomorrow, but failed to get into 
the race, being drawn out. Light, Sister, and 
Star galloped; Goldie went round the track with 
the pony; and the others walked. Found all the 
2-year-olds except the dark chestnut colt had de- 
veloped colds more or less severe, so will have 
to do little with them until they are over it. Shod 
two horses and started for home at 12:15, which 
meant being late for lunch. 


FEBRUARY 3. Cold weather has swept down out 
of Canada on the Northern States, and the re- 
action to it here is a cool morning, fine for train- 
ing. Red, Fig, the bay and chestnut 2-year-old 
colts, and the chestnut filly galloped. Sister was 
schooled at the gate again, behaving well, and 
then sent an easy five-furlong breeze. Star had 
a blow-out of three-eighths in :3615 in prepara- 
tion for a race tomorrow. Wave breezed six fur- 
longs in 1:18, and appears beginning to harden, 
and to lose some of his belly. Goldie galloped 
with pony, and the others walked. All the 2-year- 
olds have cold, but no fever, and their noses are 
running somewhat. Keeps the barn foreman busy 
administering powders, and rubbing their throats 
with O. P. K. Liniment. One of the new men fail- 
ed to make his appearence this morning, so an- 
other took his place. 


FEBRUARY 4. Still cool and the horses failed to 
get warm with their usual excerise, so the morn- 
ing’s work was through an hour earlier than 
usual. Red, Friendly, Gretchen, Blackie, the bay 
colt, and the chestnut filly all galloped. The dark 
chestnut colt breezed three-eighths in :40, which 
I don’t think will aggravate his cold, since he

has practically none. Village went for a gallop, 
but breezed off with his rider, and I clocked him 
for six furlongs in 1:19 before I caught him with 
Bili. Sister and Goldie galloped with pony. Others 
walked. New man doing fine, like all new grooms. 
Star ran a good race today, and his outside posi 
position probably cost him a better place. He 
finished fourth in 1:37. 


FEBRUARY 5. My 2-year-olds still coughing and 
their noses running, so they all walked today, as 
did Village, Star, Gretchen, Glow, and Devil. 
Light, Fig, and Blackie galloped once 


Goldie, 
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around. Friendly galloped and I brushed him 
through the stretch just for an opener for his 
race in the afternoon, since he did not blow out 
yesterday. Sister and Red broke together for a 
mile work, but after going five-eighths, Red’s 
rider, who is still inexperienced, pulled him up 
too much, and Sister finished alone in 1:42 breez- 
ing. Red came in about 20 lengths behind. Will 
give him a day and work him again, as today’s 
work was practically thrown away. 

Gretchen finished unplaced again after run- 
ning prominently placed most of her race. Friend- 
ly started for his first time in some months, and 
was quite composed, broke well, and ran a good 
race of seven furlongs, finishing fifth. This race 
was given him for a sharpener, as he has had 
only long work, and none of it extremely fast. 
I was well pleased with his performance. 


FEBRUARY 6. An almost cold morning with 
overcoats much in evidence, so I took a chance 
and galloped the dark chestnut colt and the chest- 
nut filly, and ponied the light chestnut colt, none 
of them getting warm. It is getting warm that 
aggravates colds, and gallops help to clear their 
nasal passages. Devil went for his second gallop 
in a long time, and Light, Glow, Star, and Vil- 
lage also galloped. Blackie breezed five-eighths 
in 1:03, hard held. Goldie galloped with pony. 
Others walked. More blacksmithing, leg painting, 
and medicines administered. 


FEBRUARY 7. Devil, Goldie, Light, Friendly, Fig, 
Village, and the bay colt all galloped. Sister and 
the bay filly galloped with pony Bill. Red and 
Blackie worked a mile together, going very even- 
ly the first part of the way. Quarter in :25, half 
in :50 and three-quarters in 1:15%5, and Red 
finished his mile in 1:4145, while Blackie dropped 
back and was trailing him by three lengths. This 
is the best mile I have ever been able to get out 
of Blackie, however, and Red’s work was re- 
markably good, for the very little training he has 
had. The training Blackie has had would be suffi- 
cient to get Red ready for two miles, and she 
can’t go a respectable six furlongs as yet. How 
horses differ! Others walked. One man sick, and 
another “ailing”. Too much Saturday night, I 
suppose. My little apprentice boys stepped into 
the breached ranks, and turned out the morning’s 
work without much delay. 


RIVER DOWNS 

Damages from the flood which covered all but 
the top of the grandstand at River Downs 
(formerly Coney Island) have been estimated at 
from $100,000 to $150,000. President Peter Hor- 
back said February 10 that no decision had been 
reached regarding the holding of meetings this 
year. He said that it was possible to get the 
oval into shape this year, but he was doubtful 
about getting it ready for a previously planned 
spring meeting. There were unconfirmed re- 
ports, possibly groundless, that the site might 
be abandoned for higher ground. A meeting of 
the directors is to be held this week. The Ohio 
River destroyed 45 buildings, 38 of them stables 
at River Downs.

“HIS FIRST WINNER... 
“His Best Winner, The Best He Ever Saw” 


No. 6. Thomas J. Healy 


F one looks at Thomas J. Healy ciosely he 

finds it difficult to grasp the fact that the 
trainer for Cornelius V. Whitney saddled his first 
winner nearly half a century ago—49 years ago 
next May, to be exact. 

Yet such is the fact, and Tom Healy’s con- 
nection with Thoroughbreds began more than 50 
years ago. He came up under Walter Rollins, 
who was a first-class horseman for the fourth 
quarter of the last century. When Tom Healy 
first went with Rollins the latter was training 
the horses owned by Commodore Kittson. Among 
them were Pardee and Rataplan. The horses in 
the stable were bred at the famous Erdenheim 
Stud where Colonel Hubbard was the factotum 
of the racing and breeding interests. 

When Commodore Kittson gave up Erdenheim, 
where Andrew Jackson Joyner now holds sway 
for George D. Widener, the place was taken over 
by Walter Gratz, whose horese were trained by 
Jim Dyer. In 1888 the Gratz colors were car- 
ried to victory in the Suburban by Elkwood, a 
5-year-old, under 119 pounds, ridden by Martin 
and trained by Dyer. The son of Eolus out of 
Minnie Andrews, by Victory, defeated a first- 
class field at Sheepshead Bay that June after- 
noon. Terra Cotta (122) was second, the queenly 
Firenze (117) was third, and in the beaten field 
were Eurus (119), winner of the Suburban the 
year before, Hidalgo (115), Connemara (111), 
Dunboyne (114), and Joe Cotton (11412). 

Jim Dyer, however, did not have all the Gratz 
horses, and one of those he did not have was the 
3-year-old chestnut gelding Pocatello, by Joe 
Hooker out of Countess Zeika, by Norfolk, which 
was trained by Thomas J. Healy. Pocatello had 
begun his racing career with a victory in the 
California Stakes at San Francisco, in which he 
defeated Geraldine, the high-class mare belong- 
ing to Porter Ashe. He followed this up with a 
victory at the Fair Grounds, St. Louis, on the 
opening day, June 4, the afternoon Terra Cotta 
beat Jim Gore in the St. Louis Derby. Pocatello 
was then sold to Walter Gratz but lost his form 
completely, failing to win the balance of the year. 

It was at Gravesend, Monday, May 28, 1888, 
that Thomas J. Healy saddled his first winner, 
and this was Pocatello, in the last race of the 
day, a purse of $600, for all ages, with selling 
conditions, at sir furlongs. Carrying 103 pounds, 
entered to be sold for $2,000, and ridden by 
Martin, Pocatello, the 3-1 second choice, won 
easily by a length and a half. Cholula (105) was 
second, Fountain (103) third. Five others were 
in the beaten field, among them the aged mare 
Rosiere, which will be recalled as the first winner 
saddled by Mr. Joyner, but which was the prop- 
erty of one A. Fleick in this race won by Pocatello. 

Since then Mr. Healy has trained the winners 
of nearly two thousand races. He states the best 
horse he ever trained was Equipoise, and the best 
filly he ever trained was Top Flight. Both of 
these carried the Eton blue and brown cap of 
Cornelius V. Whitney. He is of the opinion, how- 
ever, that the best race horse he ever saw was 
Man o’ War and the best filly he ever saw was 
Artful. The latter was the property of Mr. Whit- 
ney’s father, the late Harry Payne Whitney.

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ENGLISH TURF TOPICS 
Early School 
LONDON, FEBRUARY 1. 


OST important of my news this week is that 

you can get 100 to 7 about Early School 
for the Derby. At the close of the flat race sea- 
son 10 weeks ago, 5 to 1 was the best offer against 
Lord Astor’s unbeaten colt winning the premier 
classic. Our bookmaker friends are not prone to 
throw their money away, and when I was in the 
club a few nights ago I heard the extended odds 
offered, and thought it was time to institute a few 
discreet inquiries regarding the Manton-trained 
colt. It appears that in early December, Early 
School was suffering from tendon trouble, and at 
a conference of the heads of the Manton stable it 
was decided to have him fired, a most unusual 
course with a young horse of classic possibilities. 
The operation was duly carried out, and the colt 
took a longer time than was anticipated to get 
over its effects. He is in work again now, doing 
light cantering with the rest of the team, but in 
the circumstances his chance in the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas cannot be hopefully regarded, while 
the Derby prospects seem to be, to some extent, 
jeopardized. Assuredly, the Derby does not seem 
destined to be won by a horse carrying Lord 
Astor's silks. Incidentally I may mention that no 
intimation of Early School’s set-back has ap- 
peared in our Press-—but the facts are as I state.

Lincolnshire Weights 


E had the weights for the Lincolnshire Handi- 

cap and Grand National last week, and a 
few hours after their publication came the first 
surprise—Sea Bequest being scratched. C. W. 
Gordon’s horse, which started favorite for the 
race last year, but was hampered in the mix-up 
when Tom Bowling, Screamer, and Bow and 
Arrow fell, was now handicapped with 133 pounds, 
joint top-weight with the French horses, Moody 
and Astar. Jack Jarvis thought that Sea Bequest 
was set with too much to do. So did the con- 
nections of the Irish Guineas winner, Hocus- 
Pocus (handicapped at 125 pounds), the 1935 
Cambridgeshire winner Commander III (130) and 
Holyrood (113). These were taken out within 48 
hours of the publication of the weights. Thus the 
layers have a little field money in the books, Sea 
Bequest and Hocus-Pocus having been mildly 
backed. Jarvis has Edgehill and Calder, both 
owned by Lord Rosebery, left in the race. 

Moody and Astar were automatic top-weights 
under the new Jockey Club instructions to handi- 
cappers regarding the assessment of foreign 
horses. King’s Gap appears to have plenty to do 
for one who has yet to demonstrate his ability to 
get a mile, while Lambton’s other entry, Pricket, 
is surely getting too old for such a test as this. 
Over Coat, which won with 110 pounds last year, 
has been taken up to 116. The horse is no longer 
under Jim Russell's care, the Mablethorpe train- 
er’s candidates now being Precious Pearl (107) 
and Take My (91). Russell cannot complain 
about this handicapping of his charges, and if he 
can only get Precious Pearl into something like 
the form he showed in the last two Victoria Cups, 
it is on the cards that the stable which sent out 
Play On and Over Coat will win the race again. 

Laureat II which may be preferred to stable- 
companion Moody—Voltus, Marmaduke Jinks, 
Nip Away and Zelmos, which were all brightly 
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backed before the weights appeared, are on fair 
marks. Although it has to be admitted that the 
general class of this Lincoln entry is not high, 
the race has quite an attractive appearance, and 
the signs are that it will lead to some considerable 
ante-post betting. 


National Weights 


CANNOT find much fault with the work of the 

Lincoln handicapper, but some of the Grand 
National imposts puzzle me. The “big three”, 
Golden Miller, Royal Mail and Drinmore Lad are 
where I expected: to find them, but I cannot fol- 
low the official’s line of reckoning in the case of 
several others. Thus, the French ‘chaser, Poten- 
tate, won the Grand Steeplechase de Paris, a 
7,000 sovereign race, run over four miles one fur- 
long at Auteuil last June. The Auteuil course is 
fairly stiff, though not to be compared with Ain- 
tree, and the winner of the big ‘chase is invariably 
a good horse. No doubt Potentate comes in this 
category, but he was burdened with only 152 
pounds when scoring last June, and if he had won 
our National with a similar weight he would not 
have been taken up to his present mark. It was 
intended to give Potentate a special preparation 
for the event on March 19, but in view of the 
harsh handicapping, it will not surprise me to 
hear that plans have been revised. The gelding, 
which is eight years old, was bred in France by 
Lord Derby, and was sold out of a seller to his 
present owner, M. J. Hiriburu, for 10,000 francs. 
He is by the Tracery horse, Monarch, out of 
Beersheba, by Roi Herode. 

Potentate has shown a deal of improvement as 
a ‘chaser in the past 18 months, but there is a 
page in the 1935 French form book that shows 
Didoric beating him over fences and conceding 
him 19 pounds—a turnover of 38 pounds. Now 
owned by R. Lehman, an American, and trained 
by Harry Brown, Didoric has shown some very 
fair form here this season. Clearly, at 150 pounds 
he is weighted to beat Potentate, but on the run- 
ning at Birmingham in November he is at a big 
disadvantage with the Irish mare, Dawmar. On 
that occasion, in a three miles ‘chase, Dawmar 
gave Didoric 19 pounds and beat him three parts 
of a length. The difference between the pair in 
the National weights is three pounds! It is true 
that Dawmar has failed in two races since her 
Birmingham win, but wise handicappers look at 
a horse’s best form. Strictly on the weights, 
Dawmar is the pick of this National handicap. 

Battleship (160), I regard as having a deal too 
much, even if he were the type for the country, 
which emphatically he is not. What Have You, 
which arrived in very good trim last week de- 
spite the rough crossing, has been allotted 159. 
An unknown quantity here, the official has played 
for safety. What Have You will be a better 
horse than his American record indicates if he 
can finish in the first four in the National with 
such a weight. Don Bradman, which won the Fox- 
hunters’ 'Chase over the full National course, and 
dead-heated with Delaneige for the Grand Sefton 
‘Chase last November, is in receipt of 11 pounds 
from What Have You. I should expect Don Brad- 
man to prove the better at Aintree if the weights 
were reversed. 

Mention of Delaneige reminds me to pass on 
the news that J. B. Snow’s old warrior must be 
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classed as a doubtful runner. At the moment, 
Beeby’s stable hopes are centered in Delachance, 
and if all goes well, this is the horse which will 
be ridden by that fine Liverpool jockey, J. Moloney. 
Delachance has already been substantially backed 
at long odds, and his defeat in a race at Kempton 
Park last week has in no way shaken confidence 
in the 8-year-old. Delachance is not fashionably 
bred, being by Prince Thello, a son of Othello, 
which was standing in Ireland at a fee of seven 
guineas. He will not, however, be the first horse 
of obscure parentage to win the National should 
he prove successful next month, and it is in his 
favor that he has shown ability over the Aintree 
fences. He was a creditable third to Bell Boy and 
Pencraik, giving weight to both, in the Molyneux 
‘Chase last November 

Ego which finished second to Reynoldstown in 
last year’s National, now meets Davy Jones, which 
ran out at the last fence when leading, on five 
pounds better terms. A “safe’’ conveyance, Ego 
may get the course again, but he will have no 
chance of winning unless all the class horses with 
a touch of pace are on the floor. Davy Jones had 
the chance last year that comes only once in a 
hundred times. I do not put him on the map this 
time. No fewer than 21 of the 60 National entries 
figure on the 140-pound mark, and they include 
Dryburgh, Blaze and Capitulate, recent winners. 

In view of the handicapping and the latest in- 
formation, I intend to slightly revise my original 
list of ‘“‘possibies’. I take Golden Miller, Royal 
Mail, Drinmore Lad, Dawmar, Didoric, Dela- 
chance, Don Bradman, and Bachelor Prince 
against the field.

STUD FARM DIARY: POSTSCRIPT 
By NOTHING VENTURE 

INCE cessation of activities as a diarist the 

writer has received a number of queries as to 
how affairs at Sleepy Hollow Stud are shaping 
themselves, particularly as to the season of foal- 
ing and breeding. In a few words, then, we will 
answer. 

First, as to the efficacy of the blood test. Last 
summer, from time to time, I recorded the test- 
ing of the blood of the mares by the rat method, 
conducted by our Live Stock Sanitary Board at 
the state university. Some interesting facts now 
reveal themselves. In all we had tests made on 
55 mares of our own and belonging to visitors. 
Forty-nine were reported to be in foal, six to be 
barren. Of these, 28 were home-owned mares, 
11 were visiting mares bred here, and eight were 
Sleepy Hollow mares sent away to be bred. 

Now a close check reveals that 47 of the 49 
mares are positively in foal. Two said to be in 
foal are not. One of the latter was tested at 42 
days, and while there was some doubt, we consid- 
ered from her actions that she was all right. 
Now it is my belief that the other mare was defi- 
nitely in foal, judging by her behavior in several 
previous seasons, and that she is one of those 
mares that slip an almost unnoticeable foetus at 
an early stage, as can easily happen in pasture 
without anyone seeing anything amiss. Of the 
six mares reported barren, all were so. I think 
this is a very good showing for the blood test. by 
which at, say, 45 days the breeder may learn 
whether his mares are in foal or not. This is 
invaluable knowledge in the case of mares that 
do not come in season after their first or second 
covering. 

There are two foals already on hand here, and 
it goes without saying that both are fillies, quite 
true to form with us. One is the first by New 
Arrival and we are well pleased with the sample. 
There is still a chance for the colts to beat the 
fillies, as there remain some thirty-odd mares to 
foal. Tomorrow we start the breeding opera- 
tions for the year with all three sires in fine fit 
condition. They are getting about two hours 
saddle exercise over the countryside daily, some- 
thing not possible last year because of ice. 

The fields are greener just now than they have 
been since last June and the wheat and rye fields 
are far too advanced for early February. The 
horses have been able to get out all winter, bar 
about three days, and I notice that they range 
about the big fields a good deal. The 2-year-olds 
are now going along daily under the shed at the 
training stable and at the upper farm there’s as 
fine a lot of yearlings as we have had in years. 

It isa far cry yet to horse show days and all the 
saddle horses and ponies, bar The Major, which is 
always busy, are running out at the Madden Shed 
with coats like bears, their young riders busy 
on the acquirement of their education. All in all, 
things are going along nicely with excellent pros- 
pects for a good year and a busy season for 
Nothing Venture. 


OPTIC GOES OUT 

J. E. Widener’s *Sickle colt, Optic, made a 
somewhat disappointing showing in his first ap- 
pearance in 1937. A few days later it was an- 
nounced that he had chipped a sesamoid bone 
in his off fore leg, would be out of racing for 
an indefinite period. He had been considered a 
strong contender for the Flamingo Stakes.

Santa Anita Derby 


ERSONAL preference for the Santa Anita 

Derby is whatever entry Milky Way Farm 
Stable sends out. This isn’t based on Mrs. Mars’ 
traditional good fortune, but on the performance 
of her horses at Santa Anita Park. Class of the 
race, as far as 2-year-old performance goes, is 
Case Ace, the Arlington Futurity winner. He has 
not yet been under silks this year, but is re- 
ported going very well. Even if the *Teddy colt 
does not get out, Milky Way has a powerful 
entry in Military and Minstrel Show. Military, 
a son of *St. Germans, has run three good races 
at the Arcadia track. On February 3 he beat 
Calculator and Pharloch, though swerving in the 
stretch. Three Gays later he was third to Eagle 
Pass and Grey Count, a length and a quarter 
from the leader, going well at the end. On Feb- 
ruary 12 he was second to Calculator by a nose, 
but was giving six pounds at 1 1-16 miles, and 
might have won if his rider had not gone to 
the whip in the last few yards, causing him to 
duck. On February 10 Minstrel Show (by *Royal 
Minstrel) picked up 113 pounds and gave a six- 
length beating to Off Time (118), with nothing 
else of importance behind him. Military’s races 
show steady improvement, and I should not be 
surprised if the February 22 race finds him on 
the head end. 


Chief competitors, off previous performance, 
will be Clingendaal, Merry Maker, Coramine, 
Calculator, Whichcee, and Papenie. Sir Oracle, 
which rates a place with these, presumably will 
not start, as Norman Church has taken his 
horses from the track. Clingendaal’s last two 
races were indifferent, and suggest that he is 
going back. Merry Maker's victory in the San 
Vicente Handicap was a good one, but under 
light weight, and at only seven furlongs. He 
cannot, however, be counted out. Coramine may 
not like the distance, and Whichcee and Papenie 
have yet to be tested over a longer route. At 
this point (February 16), it looks like Military 
and Merry Maker, particularly if the field is not 
so large that the race can be lost in the first 
quarter. Military, a half-brother to Mate, cost 
Milky Way Farms $3,200 as a yearling. He did 
nothing exciting at two, winning one of the 
two starts he made late in the season. Minstrel 
Show cost $7,500 as a yearling, won one of seven 
starts at two. Their improvement at three indi- 
cates that both benefited from light juvenile 
campaigns, and Military’s performances sug- 
gests that he may deliberately have been re- 
served for 3-year-old racing.

Walkover 


O turn from this year’s 3-year-olds to those 

of 1888 (as is now accomplished), H. H. 
Lisle, of Fayette County, dropped into the office 
recently to look up a race run at Lexington in 
that year. Col. W. S. Barnes had Montpelier (by 
Hindoo) entered in the 1!.-mile Blue Ribbon 
Stakes at Lexington, worth about $1,200 to the 
winner. Montpelier was about to have a walk- 
over, in which case the purse would have been 
divided between Colonel Barnes and the associa- 
tion. So Colonel Barnes told Rufus Lisle (father 
of my informant) that he would pay entry and 
jockey fees if he would bring in his 3-year-old

Cast Steel (by Outcast) to run against Mont- 
pelier. Montpelier was favorite at 1 to 4 in the 
two-horse race, but as you will have guessed, 
Cast Steel led all the way, won in a gallop by 
a length and a half. To make it complete, Mr. 
Lisle refused Colonel Barnes’ request to pay for 
Montpelier’s entry and jockey fees. 

A few days earlier at the same meeting an- 
other horse bred by Rufus Lisle had an outing. 
This was Macbeth II, which went on to win the 
Kentucky Derby. Macbeth II's two half-brothers, 
Jacobin and Robespierre ran third in the Derby, 
in 1887 and 1890 respectively. The three were 
out of the blind mare Agnes (by Gilroy), which 
the Lisle family drove to a buggy between foals. 
Jacobin and Robespierre were by Jils Johnson, 
which stood at the farm of John Harper, famous 
as the owner of Longfellow and Ten Broeck. 


Division in Maryland 


HEN a racing patron leaves Pimlico only a 

dollar loser (including admission) on the 
day, he probably thinks little of it, nor does he 
consider the seething tumult he has left behind. 
Actually (according to the report of the Mary- 
land Racing Commission) there is a concerted rush 
on his dollar, with I would not care to guess how 
many persons grabbing at it. First comes the 
sovereign State of Maryland, like the lion at the 
kill, and retires with 24 cents. Baltimore County 
takes a modest 71. cents, and the Feleral govern- 
ment gets three cents. There are some 65 cents 
left, when the taxation ceases. The several hun- 
dred owners at the track share 25 cents among 
them, and the breeders of the approximate 800 
horses at the oval get a munificent three mills. 
The pari-mutuel sales force take 6.7 cents, and 
another half-cent goes to the printing of tickets 
and miscellaneous pari-mutuel expense. The 
totalizator and the odds-board get 3.7 cents. The 
officials, directors, and officers get 6.2 cents 
among them. The photo-finish group gets a half- 
cent, just a bit more than is devoted to adver- 
tising and publicity. Track employees get 2.7 
cents of this now mutilated dollar, and the same 
amount is paid for rent. Utilities, tools, and ac- 
counting expenses share a half-cent. Charities 
get one mill, and insurance takes up 1.7 cents. 
Ambulance service takes up 3-10 of a mill, just 
a bit more, I am happy to say, than goes to the 
band. The track office gets a trifle more than a 
half-cent, and miscellaneous expenses come to 
seven-tenths of a cent. There is another brief 
assault of detectives (three-tenths of a cent), 
amortization charges, and the like, and the group 
retires, leaving Pimlico’s stockholders to contem- 
plate 3! cents. Pop, goes the weasel. 


KEENELAND STUD 

John Oliver Keene and his trainer, W. S. Rust, 
came to Lexington recently from Miami to take 
up the horses at Keeneland Stud for training. 
The stable includes several good 2-year-olds, 
notably a Jean Valjean youngster which has been 
named Victor Hugo. Mr. Keene returned to 
Florida last weck. He announced that Jean Val- 
jean’s book is almost full for the 1937 season.

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PEDIGREE POINTS - 
Records of 27 Sires 


N recent weeks this column has set forth cer- 

tain statistics in which an attempt was made 
to appraise the records of various stallions as a 
whole. One reader has requested the addition of 
*Sun Briar and John P. Grier to the group of 
sires included in the table, and another has asked 
that the information previously published be 
gathered into one table. Hence the tabulation 
published herewith. 

The figures summarize the stud records of the 
leading 20 sires of 1936, as published by Daily 
Racing Form (including all monies), and of seven 
additional stallions, *Sun Briar, Black Toney, 
Pennant, *Chicle, John P. Grier, Chance Shot, and 
*Royal Minstrel. It is not intended that these 
27 horses shall be represented as the best 27 in 
America, as there are many horses omitted for 
no better reason than the fact that their com- 
plete records have not been assembled at this 
time. However, the list does include the leading 
figures on the sire lists of the last three years. 

The horses are ranked according to the average 
money won per foal, and this is perhaps as de-

pendable as any single figure in appraising the 
worth of a stallion. However, it is subject to 
much explanation and many modifications, and 
accordingly I have added columns in which there 
are given, for each stallion, the average money 
per starter per year, the average per placing 
(first, second, or third), and the “durability in- 
dex”, which indicates the approximate number of 
years in which the average son or daughter of 
each stallion has started. 

As an example of the significance of the dif- 
ferent columns, if an owner has a 2-year-old by 
Man o’' War about to go into racing, he may 
expect the animal to earn $9,125, provided he is 
exactly equal to the average of the get of Man 0’ 
War. He will earn this amount at the rate of 
$5,269 a year, hence it will take him only 1.7 
years to earn his full quota. In each race in 
which he finishes first, second, or third, he will 
earn an average of $1,065. Of course, in actual 
practice, there are no horses which conform to 
the average, but it is the average which fur- 
nishes the key to the worth of any group of 
horses. 

The average-per-foal column indicates the

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earnings to be expected from any one of the get 
of a given stallion. But this average is spread 
over the foals which never get to the races at 
all, and over those which go abroad to race, as 
in the cases of *Sir Gallahad III, Gallant Fox, 
*Roya! Minstrel, and *Sickle. Hence the column 
showing the average per starter per year. This 
shows what one may expect from the horses 
which actually are trained and raced in America. 
But these earnings may be gained by many starts 
in cheap races or by fewer starts in higher-class 
company. Hence the next column, which reveals 
the average amount of money won per time-in- 
the-money. The proper figure here would be an 
average per start, but no such figures can be 
compiled from the basic statistics now available, 
since total starts are not given in any set of fig- 
ures. But the average per placing suffices very 
well to indicate roughly what manner of horses 
represent each of the sires on the list. For in- 
stance, it is at once obvious that the get of Man 
o’ War must have gained a very large proportion 
of their earnings in races with large monetary 
endowments. The same is true of Gallant Fox, 
whose average per placing is higher than that of 
any other stallion, and of Peanuts (but in the lat- 
ter’s case it should be remembered that over 80 
per cent of the total earnings are credited to one 
horse, Top Row). 

At the other end of the scale is Wise Coun- 
sellor, whose get have earned only $328 in the 
average placing. Thus it is immediately appar- 
ent that there is an enormous spread between 
the average class of the get of Man o’ War and 
the average class of the get of Wise Counsellor. 
Yet each of these sires has his own points of 
excellence. There is perhaps no other one index 
available which indicates so closely the average 
class of the performers of a sire as does this 
average per placing. The 10 leaders on this basis, 
among the 26 horses listed here, are as follows:

I might add that the average amount of money 
earned per placing for all horses in North Amer- 
ica in 1935 was $269. There were 15,830 races, 
or a total of 47,490 divisions of first, second, or 
third money. The total distributed was $12,794,- 
418. I have been obliged to ignore fourth money, 
but I assume that the proportion would not be 
materially changed if it were considered as a 
separate category. 

An interesting line in the table is that devoted 
to *Sun Briar. This son of Sundridge, now draw- 
ing toward the close of his usefulness, was a 
first-class racer, and he has been the cornerstone 
on which was built the success of Willis Sharpe 
Kilmer as a breeder. Only two stallions, Man o’ 
War and *St. Germans, rank ahead of him in the 
matter of average winnings per foal. His get 
are of very high class, on the average, and they 
last well. I should like to see the blood of *Sun 
Briar even more generally distributed than it is, 
as it is obvious that he is a powerful factor. 

I shall again have to ask readers to bear in 
mind that I have taken no account of foreign 
racing. I should like to do so, but no statistics 
are available comparable to those compiled for 
American racing. Perhaps some day the foreign 
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market for American Thoroughbreds will be im- 
portant enough to bring about the compilation of 
such statistics, but I doubt it. For several years 
some of the highest-class sons of *Sir Gallahad ITI 
have been sent to England and raced there, and 
last year, besides *Sir Gallahad III, there were 
other American stallions represented by good 
winners in England, including Gallant Fox, 
*Sickle, Chance Shot, and *Royal Minstrel. Gal- 
lant Fox’s famous son Omaha has raced in both 
countries, as have some of the get of several 
others on the list. 


KENTUCKY 

KEENELAND STEWARDS 

IERRE LORILLARD, JR., of Tuxedo Park, 

New York, will be the presiding steward at 
the 1l-day spring race meeting at Keeneland 
Race Course, officials of the Lexington track this 
week announced. Six other stewards and two al- 
ternates also were announced. They include J. 
O. Keene, Brownell Combs, Arnold Hanger, C. 
Barry Shannon, Charles Nuckols, and Charles 
Middleton, two of whom will serve each day 
with Mr. Lorillard. The alternates, who will act 
in the event other stewards are not available, are 
Major Louie Arnold Beard and Roy Carruthers. 
Each of the Keeneland stewards has accepted the 
invitation to serve and their names will be sub- 
mitted to the Kentucky State Racing Commission 
for approval. All the stewards are nationally 
known Turfmen. Charles J. McLennan will act 
as Racing Secretary in writing the Keeneland 
condition book, and Sidney S. Brown, who will 
serve as a placing judge, will be in active charge 
of the secretary's office. 


CHURCHILL DOWNS-LATONIA 

Recently merged to save accounting expenses 
and to simplify operations, Churchill Downs and 
Latonia are now a single corporation. Executives 
met at Louisville February 12, elected Col. Matt J. 
Winn president of the organization, elected other 
officers as follows: A. J. Carroll, Polk Lafoon, 
vice presidents; Maurice L. Galvin, secretary and 
treasurer; Samuel A. Culbertson, board chair- 
man. Daniel E. O'Sullivan was reappointed resi- 
dent manager at Churchill Downs, and the same 
position at Latonia will be held by Russell 
Sweeney. At the same time officials said that 
all seats for the Derby, to be run May 8, had 
been sold. 


STOP-GO BARRIER 


T. C. Rush, who at the instigation of Col. E. R. 
Bradley designed a moving barrier which got 
scant consideration from race tracks, has now 
drawn up plans for a simplified device for effect- 
ing walk-up starts. Essentially the projected 
mechanism is a semaphore which is attached 
to a carriage mceving along the inner rail, manu- 
ally propelled. There is no barrier. A hollow 
metal tube extends upward from the carriage, 
bends over the inner rail, and extends about 15 
feet toward the center of the track, at a height 
great enough to be safely clear of the horses. 
Mounted on the free end of the tube is an arrow 
which acts as a semaphore. The arrow points 
across the track until the horses are in position 
for a start. When the field is properly lined up 
the starter presses a button. A bell rings and 
the arrow is released to point down the track, 
signaling the riders that the race is on. 
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MARYLAND 


COMMISSION REPORT 
EALTHY gains in racing in Maryland ap- 
peared in the report filed with Gov. Harry 

W. Nice by the Maryland Racing Commission for 

1936. The commission called attention to the fact 

that better horses had been available, thanks to 

the fact that purses had been increased. The sug- 

gestion was made that tampering be made a 

criminal offense, this recommendation being a 

result of the sponging incidents at Bowie in the 

fall. The commission said also that it had urged 

Maryland tracks to install the totalizator (except 

Pimlico, which has one at a rental of $30,000 

yearly), but that the tracks were unwilling to do 

so, and the commission does not have authority 
to require it. 

The net income of all four of Maryland's tracks 
showed a considerable gain over 1935, as the fig- 
ures below indicate. The net income, however, 
is subject to a 15 per cent tax.

The increase is 29 per cent, but the gain at the 
individual tracks varies from almost 100 per cent 
at Laurel Park to about 2 per cent at Bowie. 
Favored by good weather, Laurel’s pari-mutuel 
handle went up steeply, and paid admissions in- 
creased by about $50,000. 

All the tracks received increased revenue from 
their share of the pari-mutuel turnover, but 
Laurel Park again had the heaviest increase. The 
figures, including take-out and breakage:

The general increase is 7.7 per cent. Laurel 
Park showed a 17 per cent increase, while Bowie, 
with the smallest gain, went up 3.4 per cent. 

Paid admissions play no inconsiderable part 
in the revenue of Maryland tracks, and the pass 
system is not greatly in vogue there. Maryland 
has a rather dependable racing following, which 
seems quite willing to pay its way. Paid ad- 
missions, including club house, boxes, member- 
ship dues, etc.:

Laurel Park again leads, with an increase of 
33 per cent. The general increase, for the four 
tracks, is 8.9 per cent. 


From the horseman’s point of view, most im- 
portant were the purse increases. These, however, 
were not exactly in proportion to the general in- 
crease. However, further increases in the value 
of stakes (the Preakness has been raised to $50,- 
000 added) have been announced for the 1937 sea- 
son. It is, of course, logical that purse raises are 
based on the season immediately past, and con- 
sequently travel a year behind increases in rev- 
enue. The purse distribution:

The total increase amounts to 7.5 per cent, but 
as the figures show, Pimlico had virtually no in- 
crease. Chief reason is that Pimlico, though it has 
the largest pari-mutuel handle and the greatest 
amount of paid admissions, is most heavily taxed 
of the Maryland tracks, which are all severely 
burdened in comparison with tracks in other 
states. Each Maryland track is taxed $6,000 daily 
(all four have 25 days of racing), one per cent of 
the pari-mutuel turnover, and 15 per cent on net 
revenue. In addition to this, Pimlico pays $3,000 
daily to Baltimore county. At all four of the 
Maryland ovals, the State gets more than the 
track, the horsemen, or the employees. The tax- 
ation of the respective tracks:

In addition, license fees for trainers and 
jockeys, registration fees for jockey agents, col- 
ors, etc., amounted to $2,147 last year, making

LIGHTS AT BOWIE 
Determined to do its best to prevent repe- 
tition of a tampering epidemic such as oc- 
curred last Fall, officials of the Southern Mary- 
land Agricultural Association (Bowie) are plan- 
ning electrification of the entire plant. Bowie 
stables have been lighted by kerosene and gas 
lanterns, which, in addition to the fire hazard in- 
volved, gave opportunity to tamperers. The shed 
roofs, and possibly the stalls also, will be wired 
for electricity before the spring meeting. Offi- 
cials also moved against what were well described 
as “louse books”, or bookmakers who took bets 
from 25 cents to a dollar from track hangers-on, 
grooms, and the like, who were denied admission 
to the regular betting enclosures. After each 
race last year there was a concerted rush through 
the infield to learn pay-off prices from the ap- 
proximate-odds board. This year the strip will 
be enclosed by a six-foot wire fence, with barbed 
wire strung on projecting arms. 
HAVRE DE GRACE STAKES 
A stakes program exactly similar to that 
offered at the spring meeting in 1936 has been 
announced by the Harford Agricultural and 
Breeders’ Association (Havre de Grace), with 
two handicaps, one 3-year-old, and one juvenile 
event making up the program. Heading the list 
is the Chesapeake Stakes, 1 1-16-mile trial for 
the Kentucky Derby, open to 3-year-olds, to be 
run on April 24. Entries to the stakes close on 
March 15, and stakes blanks may be obtained 
either from the association, at Havre de Grace, 
Maryland, or at the office of THE BLOOD-HORSE.

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CALIFORNIA 


SANTA ANITA PARK 

TAKES last week at Santa Anita Park were 

largely of local interest, as both of the stakes 
events were restricted to California-bred horses, 
and developed nothing which promised unusual 
class. But there were developments in the 3- 
year-old and handicap divisions which were in- 
teresting in the light of next week’s Santa Anita 
Derby and Santa Anita Handicap. 

On February 10 Richard De Laval’s Papenie, 
a Genie 3-year-old, ran his best race to date, 
giving weight and a-beating to Mr. Blaze, Fast 
Express, Gerald, and others. Tedious, one of the 
principal reliances of Alfred Vanderbilt, was out 
on the following day, and the *Teddy colt won 
from Bagpipe, Air Chute, and others, but was 
receiving weight. He came from behind, how- 
ever, and may be better suited with a longer 
race. On Friday Valdina Farm’s Calculator won 
a 1 1-16-mile event from Military, Teddy Green, 
Sharpshooter, and others, but the form indicated 
that Milky Way’s Military was best. He gave six 
pounds to the winner, was carried wide and 
bumped on the first turn, failed only by a nose 
to get to the winner. 

Among the Santa Anita Handicap candidates, 
best showings were made by Seabiscuit and 
Indian Broom. On February 9 Seabiscuit gave a 
sound beating to Sir Emerson, Time Supply, 
Rosemont, and *King Kong, over seven furlongs. 
Time Supply was running well at the finish, but 
Rosemont was falling back after a brief run. 
Accolade was out for a six-furlong dash on 
February 12, but went under to Speed to Spare, 
which hung on a bit longer than he usually does, 
to win by a head. A powerful field was assembled 
on February 13, but the slow condition of the 
track made the form somewhat unreliable. 
Indian Broom won the event by slightly more 
than a length, in handy fashion. Mr. Bones, not 
liking the track, was second, three lengths in 
front of King Saxon, which tired after making 
the pace. Red Rain received five pounds from 
the leaders ani was fourth, but was pinched 
off after the start. He dropped far back, then 
rushed down in the last quarter-mile to make 
up six lengths without being hard urged. His 
race proved little except that he is sound and 
ready to race. *Grand Manitou, the other 
starter in the 1 1-16-mile event, was outclassed 
after six furlongs. 

The stakes event of the current week will 
probably see many of the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap eligibles in their last out before the $100,000 
event. This is the $7,500 added San Antonio 
Stakes, at one mile and a furlong, and the win- 
ner will quite possibly go into the more important 
race as favorite. At present Seabiscuit, Indian 
Broom, Mr. Bones, Time Supply, Red Rain, Rose- 
mont, and Chanceview are considered as_ the 
most likely horses for the big race, with Indian 
Broom and Chanceview (which moves up in 
mud) having turned in the best performances 
under silks. Tere is a faint possibilitiy that 
Trainer Phil Reuter will send Roman Soldier out 
against this field, in preference to meeting 
Brevity in the Widener Challenge Cup at Hia- 
leah Park. 


ROLLING BALL WINS 
A. A. Baroni’s Silver State Stable is named for 
his native state, Nevada, and most of his horses 
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came from Eastern states. But he sent out a 
California-bred 2-year-old for the San Gabriel 
Stakes ($2,500 added, 2-year-olds, foaled in Cali- 
fornia, three furlongs) at Santa Anita Park on 
February 12. Rolling Ball, bred by his owner, 
raced into the lead just after the start, put away 
Meadowbrook and Kozinsky’s Better Bet, a Bon 
Homme colt, after a quarter-mile, then just last- 
ed to win by a nose from J. W. Sable’s Shasta 
Buddy, a gelding by Sailor Boy. Two lengths 
behind the leaders J. Elliott’s Bon Homme colt, 
Bon Fume, took third place by a half-length from 
Better Bet. George Woolf rode the winner. In 
order followed Claudian (like the winner, a son 
of *Bistouri), Santouri (also by *Bistouri), Muse, 
Rothbury, Cue Ball, Bonamye, Wild Love, Valley 
Lad, Iron Hills, Prince Tempo, Quakerconard, 
Easter Jane, and Maria Juliet. Colts and geld- 
ings carried 122 pounds; fillies (Muse, Bonamye, 
Wild Love, Quakerconard, Easter Jane, and Maria 
Juliet) carried 119. Both *Bistouri and Bon 
Homme had five representatives in the race.

Rolling Ball has started four times, won two 
races, finished second once, and has earned $4,160. 
Zida won 18 races, including Crescent City Han- 
dicap. Her first foal came in 1934. This foal, 
by Bon Homme, named Splash Along, placed at 
two, is still racing. Rolling Ball is her second. 
Royalite won 10 races from 13 starts, including 
Schuylerville Stakes, and has also produced the 
winners Zekiel (brother to Zida, and winner of 
22 races to seven, 1936), Royal Purchase (19 
wins to six, 1936), Bud Royal, and Red Pirate.

STAKES FOR LLOYD PAN 

Charles and Ross Cooper's stallion, *Bistouri, 
had his second stakes winner in two days (both 
in races restricted to California-bred horses) 
when Pantages and Considine’s Lloyd Pan won 
the Santa Catalina California-bred Championship 
($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, foaled in Cali- 
fornia, 11-16 miles) at Santa Anita Park Feb- 
ruary 18. 

Lloyd Pan’s victory was a lucky one, though 
he has been a stakes winer in two previous sea- 
sons.

Suddenly Brown Jade 
swerved, bolted to the outside fence, lost all 
chance. Lloyd Pan, which had moved up steadily 
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under a good ride by Harry Richards, was in po- 
sition to cut inside when the leader swerved out, 
and he had just enough left to hold Why Worry 
Farm's big Don Roberto. He won by a nose, with 
Don Roberto three-quarters of a length in front 
ot Mrs. F. Walker’s Skipton. S. Briskin’s recent- 
ly ‘purchased Lady Florise was fourth, two 
lengths away. In order came Calaveras, Lady 
Bewithus, San Luis Rey, Barnsley, Campillo, 
Brown Jade, Some Devil, Bon Hamburg, Dipper- 
conard, Jaipur, and All Devil. The race was at 
scale weights, with 3-year-olds (Lady Bewithus, 
Brown Jade, Some Devil, Bon Hamburg, Dipper- 
conard, and Jaipur) carrying 107 pounds, 4-year- 
olds with 126, and older horses, (San Luis Rey, 
Campillo, and All Devil), 128.

Lloyd Pan has started 34 times, won seven 
races, finished second three times, third four 
times, earned $23,995. All but two of his vic- 
tories were in races restricted to California-bred 
racers, and the other two were against virtually 
the same competition, though the conditions of 
the races did not demand it. His first win was in 
a “combination” race, a fairly rare type of event 
in which a horse might be entered to be claimed, 
receiving a weight concession from horses en- 
tered in the same race without a claiming hazard. 
Lloyd Pan was entered to be claimed for $1,500. 
At two he won the California Breeders Cham- 
pionship Stakes, and at three the California 
Derby at Bay Meadows. Shasta Rose raced un- 
placed at two, won at three, four, and five.

RED CROSS FUND 

From Santa Anita Park to Admiral Cary T. 
Grayson, head of the American Red Cross, went 
last week a total of $43,250 for flood relief. This 
represents the profits from a special charity day 
racing program, to which employees donated 
their services, and on which the pari-mutuel 
turnover was $409,000. It also includes indi- 
vidual donations from the Los Angeles Turf 
Club, racing officials, pari-mutuel employees, 
owners, trainers, jockeys, valets, and the like. 
Largest donations were the Los Angeles Turf 
Club ($1,000), William Randolph Hearst ($1,000), 
Arnold Hanger ($500), Al Jolson ($500), F. C. 


Dougherty ($250), and Charles H. Strub, Richard 
De Laval, and Howard Oots ($200). Individual 
donations made up $5,158.88 of the total con- 
tribution. 


TAYLOR HEADS OWNERS 


At the end of the first 32 days of racing at 
Santa Anita Park, Major Austin C. Taylor (A. C. 
T. Stock Farm), of Vancouver, B. C., was leading 
owner, his horses having won 13 races and 
$15,110. Mrs. Vera S. Bragg was second, with 
earnings of $14,680, and Alfred Vanderbilt third, 
with $12,270. The Vanderbilt horses also had 
won 13 races, and were tied with the Taylor 
string in this respect. In order followed Valdina 
Farm, Hunt, Beezley, and Boeing (Hynes and 
Beezley at the beginning of the meeting), Wool- 
ford Farm, Silver State Stable (A. A. Baroni), 
A. C. Compton, Richard De Laval, and Milky 
Way Farms. 


CHANCEVIEW SOLD 

After his 12-length victory in the San Carlos 
Handicap at Santa Anita Park February 6, 
Chanceview (day gelding, 1932, by Chance 
Shot—-Look Up, by Ultimus) was sold to Alfred 
Vanderbilt, for a reported price of, $25,000. 
Chanceview was trained by J. J. Flanigan, who 
made the sale, but was actually owned by W. F. 
Flanigan, son of the trainer. News stories from 
the Coast say that Chanceview had been given 
him to “work his way” through school. With 
the $25,000 sale, W. F. Flanigan, now in prepara- 
tory school in Louisvile, Ky., faces a long term 
of higher education. 
BROADCASTING PRIVILEGE 

Refusing a commercial offer for broadcasting 
privileges for the Santa Anita Derby and the 
Santa Anita Handicap, the Los Angeles Turf 
Club has arranged for broadcasts over three 
national hookups, the National, Columbia, and 
Mutual Broadcasting Companies.

HIALEAH PARK 


N February 12, Florida’s Gov. Fred P. Cone 
saw his first horse race, and Hialeah Park 
had the most successful charity day in its history, 
with a total of about $30,000 raised, of which 25 
per cent goes to the Horsemen’s Welfare Fund, 
the remainder to various charities. As has been 
strangely usual both at Hialeah Park and Ken- 
tucky’s Churchill Downs, it rained on charity day. 
The Flamingo Stakes prospects were out in 
some numbers last week. On Tuesday Maxwell 
Howard’s Coup de Grace won a 3-year-old allow- 
ance race from an indifferent field. He is a son 
of Gonfalon, is trained by Earl Sande, who has 
been doing well with the Maxwell horses this 
winter. The next day another Maxwell horse 
drove down easily. This was Sceneshifter, a 
recent purchase from J. E. Widener. Sceneshifter 
won by four lengths from Tattered, Proph, and 
others, in fairly impressive fashion. Three races 
later the well liked Danarco, owned by Cosgrave 
Stable, beat Fencing, Rainland, Par, Aftermath, 
and others, giving weight to the first two, car- 
rying equal weight with the latter ones. His op- 
position was somewhat stronger than Scene- 
shifter’s, and he won in 1!;5 seconds better time 
(1:18 for 61, furlongs over a track classified as 
good). H. W. Jackson’s Clamorous beat four 
other 3-year-old fillies on February 11, but seems 
no very serious threat. 


On February 13 the 3-year-old picture found a 
new figure in the foreground. Maemere Farm’s 
Maedic, hero of Saratoga’s 2-year-old stakes last 
August, came out for the first time this year. He 
met Log, one of the best regarded 3-year-olds at 
Hialeah Park, Bernard F., Court Scandal, Grey 
Shot, all conceded very much of a chance at the 
Flamingo Stakes. Maedic gave from one to 15 
pounds to the field, caught Log just at the end 
of the mile event to win by a nose, may start as 
Flamingo Stakes favorite as a result.

start in 1937, on February 4. On February 10 
Snark cracked Gallant Knight’s six-year-old rec- 
ord of 1:16!; for 61% furlongs, running the dis- 
tance in 1:1545, under 109 pounds. The only other 
important race for older horses, a one-mile over- 
night event on February 11, drew but three horses. 
W. J. Hirsch’s Columbiana defeated Blind Pig and 
Two Bob, the race proving little except that Two 
Bob is possibly losing her form. 

On February 13 two distance races were offered. 
Good Visibility, a 4-year-old Mars filly, won a two- 
mile event for G. Beck.

This 
is the McLennan Memorial Handicap, at 11x 
miles, for 3-year-olds and up, with $5,000 added.

March 6. 


NURSERY STAKES NO. 1 


The last crop of foals by Victorian were year- 
lings in 1936, and 15 of them came up at public 
auction.

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TEXAS 
ALAMO DOWNS 


R what was probably the first time since its 

opening, Alamo Downs made money last week. 
The rains which had virtually wrecked the meet- 
ing financially finally ceased, and for some 10 days 
the track has had good conditions. On February 
6 the pari-mutuel total was the second highest of 
the meeting, $125,713, and the racing week from 
February 5 to February 11 inclusive had a pari- 
mutuel turnover which averaged $78,034. The 
track previously has been able to run comfort- 
ably with an average of $80,000 daily, and since 
a purse cut which amounts to about $100 a race 
was made effective more than two weeks ago, 
the margin of safety should be materially low- 
ered ($800 daily represents the pari-mutuel com- 
missicn on $8,000). 

The meeting, however, is probably still behind, 
but has a chance of getting out if the weather 
remains fine. The crowd on February 13 was re- 
ported as the largest of the meeting, and Alamo 
Downs officials made the most of it by offering 
nine races.

LEGISLATION 


TEXAS 


N February 10 the State Affairs Committee 
of the Texas House of Representatives passed 
out of committee the bill sponsored by J. Bryan 
Bradbury, of Abilene, which provides the repeal 
of Texas racing laws. The action followed as 
sorry an exhibition as any Legislature could offer. 
Ministers from San Antonio and Dallas spoke in 
favor of the bill, Rev. J. L. Yelvington stating 
that San Antonio had become a “seething mass 
of criminals since the race track opened’, and 
Rev. E. K. Dougherty claiming that business in 
Dallas had dropped 20 per cent while Arlington 
Downs was in operation. A number of persons 
representing race interests spoke also, and each 
side had gallery claques. Representative Brad- 
bury closed the discussion with a wordy burst of 
Texas oratory. The bill was passed out by a 
viva voce vote, though a number of members of 
the House of Representatives asked for a roll call. 
Next day Gov. James V. Allred, opposed to 
racing, admitted that a formidable bloc antagon- 
istic to the bill existed in the Senate, but said, 
“It will be repealed, I think.”” On February 15, 
after only 15 minutes of debate, the Bradbury 
bill passed by the overwhelming majority of 109 
to 26. If a two-thirds vote of the Senate, to 
which the bill was immediately sent, approves the 
measure, racing leaves Texas. 


NEW YORK 

Assemblyman Harold P. Herman, Nassau, in- 
troduced into the New York House on February 
11 a bill imposing 5 per cent tax on all wagers 
at New York tracks, estimated a revenue of 
$3,000,000 yeariy. The bill was admittedly a 
move to clear the way for pari-mutuel betting.

STUFF AND RUBBISH 

A horse-dealer who handles thousands of horses 
a year gave me one of those shocks which shake 
one’s confidence in the benefits of education. We 
were looking at some foals. He pointed to two 
of them and told me how big they would grow. 
I asked him how he was able to predict. 

“A horse’s legs never grow from the time it is 
foaied,” he replied with a wise smile. “Its depth 
of body is usually exactly the same as the length 
of its leg from the fetlock. So if you measure the 
leg of a foal the day it is foaled you will know 
that double that length will be its height at 
maturity. <A lot of people do not know that.” 

He imparted this knowledge with the hush-hush 
manner suitable to the utterance of deep wisdom. 

I had heard the theory many times before. 
It is absolutely false. I told him so. He was 
offended and offered to give £5 to charity if he 
were wrong. I wrote to the Royal Veterinary Col- 
lege and received a complete and courteous 
answer from Professor William Miller. The legs 
of a foal grow from four centres. Yet here was a 
man who had made a fortune out of horse-flesh 
prepared to wager! 

Faliacies of this sort abound, and I have noticed 
that people who hold to them most strongly have 
come by them from somebody else and have never 
sought knowledge at the source. 

The proprietor of a restaurant with a deserved 
reputation for the tenderness of its steaks once 
told me the “secret” of them. 

“I always have them cut from the left side of 
the animal,’”’ he told me with the right amount of 
hush-hush in his voice. ‘Cattle rest and sleep on 
their right sides, and consequently the meat is 
tougher on that side.” 

Stuff and rubbish again. Gourmets have often 
whispered that “secret” to me. 

Cattle rest and sleep quite impartially on either 
side. I told him so. He laughed at me, so rooted 
was his belief in his absured theory.

COMMISSION REPORT 
EW HAMPSHIRE’S Racing Commission, in 
iis annual report to the Governor of the 

State, called attention to the breeding and wel- 

fare fund established by the Commission. The 

fund is made up of stud fees from the two 
stallions which the commission owns, and fees 
paid for registering colors, obtaining jockeys’ 
and trainers’ licenses. Out of the fund, bills in- 
curred in caring for exercise boys and stable- 
men who suffer injuries are paid, as these are 
not covered by the jockey insurance which 

Rockingham Park carries. 

The two stallions are *Sun God II, donated 
by I. J. Collins, and a percheron stallion. Stud 
fees amounted to $110 in 1936. The total wel- 
fare fund, however, was $4,893. The stud barn 
is operated in connection with the Animal Hus- 
bandry Department of the University of New 
Hampshire. The Commission, in an attempt to 
encourage New Hampshire breeders, has required 
all racing organizations in New Hampshire to 
pay an award of $250 to the breeder of any 
winner (at New Hampshire tracks) which was 
bred in the State, and $500 if the event is not 
an overnight affair. 

The State’s total receipts from racing last 
year were $352,127.30, virtually all of this com- 
ing from the 40 days of racing held at Rocking- 
ham Park. The State received 312 per cent of 
the pari-mutuel handle, which was $10,015,536, 
and the same proportion of the handle at the 
Rochester Fair Association, which was $45,244.

No Short Cut 


Editor, THr Boop-Horse: 

A powerful impetus to steeplechasing was promised 
last week, with the announcement that 36 American 
men and women had formed a pool to purchase French 
steeplechase horses. This pool involves around $96,000. 
When one reads the list of prominent horse-people who 
have subscribed and realizes the work they have done 


for the horse industry of America, it is patent that 
any layman who criticized their purchasing these 
horses either had lots of nerve or none at all 


But it is not with a spirit of criticism that this is 
written. Scientists will call it the other side of the 
quesuon. 

Thirty-six customers have announced their desire to 
purchase a steeplechase horse. Price around $2,500. 
That certainly 1s encouraging to horse breeders in the 
U. S. A. to know there are so many wealthy cus- 
tomers. From the general run of things since 1929 it is 
surprising that even one person was in the market for 
horses of steeplechase type, who was willing to give 


$2,500 for one. At such a price, a natural conclusion 
would be that the purchaser would have the oppor- 


tunity to thoroughly inspect several horses well up to 


their needs; also be given time for a thorough trial 
betore final purchase. 

There are advertised for service, season 1987, over 
290 Thoroughbred stallions in North America, repre- 
senting bloodlines that have cost enormous sums of 


money to import, and years of study and expense to 
Thoroughbred breeders, to materialize the American 
bloodlines. “‘Lest we forget,”’ just sit back and recall 
the splendid men, who have done in the past so much 
for the Thoroughbred horse in America! 

In surveying our situation in America, it appears to 
resolve itself into the following four questions: 

Have we the stallions? Ans. Yes. 

Have we the men to develop young horses for steeple- 


chases? ns. Yes. 
Have we the mares? Ans. Yes. 
Have we the customers? Ans. Yes. 


It is most probable, to assume that the breeders, are 


mating their mares with the main idea of producing 
six-furlong horses. Our trainers are encouraged to 


train for sprint races, by the majority of purses 
offered for such. 

Should one visit some of the largest nurseries and 
look at the mares, you will find at least 5 per cent 


of them are of ideal type to produce distance horses 
and horses with jumping ability. Their owners mate 
them with horses noted for “speed,” break the pro- 
duce as yearlings, trying to beat three furlong records 
in January of their second year, and in doing so break 
down horses that would under different conditions, 
supply the demand for steeplechasers. 

It has been truthfully said that the average breeder 
does not consider the demand for steeplechasers. 
Thirty-six customers at one time, does not look so bad! 

Is there any remedy for present conditions? The 
writer honestly believes there is. He also believes 
the hunting field the best schooling ground for steeple- 
chasers. It is their proving ground. The hunt clubs of 
America, with the assistance of horse breeding associa- 
tions of their areas do much. Occasional visits by 
interested members of hunt clubs to breeding nurseries 
do more. Classes for farmers’ broodmares, yearlings 
and 2-vear-olds, of hunter type, also a class for 3-year- 
olds shown under saddle at shows, help. 

Members of hunt clubs having a mare finishing her 


career as a hunter or a young mare hurt, but sound 
enough to breed from, could do far worse than give 
her to a young farmer in their district for breeding 
purpose. This idea has been tried abroad for years 


with wonderful results, so that much improvement has 
resulted from it. It has not only been the means ot 
producing better horses, but has created a far better 
feeling between the active members of hunt clubs and

the farmers whose land they ride over than is ex- 
perienced in America. 

Again, the owner of horses for flat racing, having a 
mare that does not come up to his requirements, would 
be doing a lot of good if he presented his mares to a 
breeders’ association, like the Harford County Horse 
Breeders Association, an active group here in Mary- 
land, who would place her with the farmers qualified 
to give her good care. 

There is no short cut on the royal road to successful 
breeding of steeplechasers, no matter how long your 
purse. We have the stock and the machinery here in 
America to produce the finest ever born—but without 
vision, an industry, as well as a nation, perishes.

Protection for Horsemen 
Editor, THe BLoop-Horse: 

As the most widely circulated horse paper in the 
country, I believe that you could start a crusade in 
behalf of the horsemen to protect them against the 
troubles which have come from the doping situation. 

Mina you, I think that anyone who dopes a horse 
should be ruled oft for life with no mercy shown them, 
but some of the men who have been implicated lately 
are not of the calibre who would try to get away with 
the impossible. For instance the Ivory Tip, Jake Low- 
enstein case. The horse was an even money favorite, 
had an excellent chance of winning and as a winner 
was to have a saliva test taken. Mr. Lowenstein, who 
has been in the racing game most of his life, would 
have a rather hard time bettering his position in life 
at this stage and would therefore, hardly take this 
easy way of leaving the horse game. 

Has it ever occurred to the stewards and Officials 
of our race courses just what type of men are being 
used as grooms? I do not mean as a whole but as a 
general run. They are men of a low degree. Lacking 
in character and ambition, they have chosen this life. 
Their salaries are small, and for a few dollars 
from some source they would not only dope your 
horse but would break his leg. People will ask from 
what source these few dollars will come. Has it not 
been proven that in 95 per cent of our doping, sponging 
and ringing cases there has been a source other than 
the horse men themselves, such as gamblers, book- 
makers, etc. 

I also realize that a trainer is held responsible for 
his employees, but if a trainer has two or three horses 
to saddle in one day, he cannot be in the paddock with 
his horses and at the barn with his grooms. 

I am a firm believer in the saliva test. It will be a 
great thing for racing the day that stimulants and 
dopes are done away with, and any trainer proved 
guilty of such practices deserves no sympathy from 
anyone, but do you not think that they do deserve 
just a little more protection than they now receive? 
Especially those who have been racing horses since 
boyhood and who now have come of an age where it 
would be next to impossible for them to obtain a 
position elsewhere. Some of these men have gone to 
the heights and are training for wealthy patrons of 
the sport. Others have been successful racing horses 
of their own, and still others who have been less for- 
tunate are still striving to gain their goal. Should men 
like these, their lives spent in racing horses, their 
records unstained by suspensions, suffer from lack of 
protection? It appears to me that everyone is pro- 
tected but the horsemen.

JEAN VALJEAN 


As a sire Jean Valjean has proved himself. In his first three crops were 40 registered 
foals. Thirty-six have started, and 26 have won. His get have won 93 races and $83,945 to 
the end of 1936. Last year he had out four stakes winners, Billy Bee, Jack Patches, Gene 
Wagers, and Yellow Tulip. He had 11 2-year-old winners in 1936, and had one to February 
13, 1937.

*BLACK BROCADE also produced the winners Mee (in England), Irish Lace (also 
dam of the winners Carideo, Sorry, and North Mill), Mr. Sponge (stakes winner of 
$58,555), Playbill, and Well Played. *BLACK BROCADE is also the dam of Barenka, dam 
of the winners Colonel Steward, Watson, Baronne, Baronina, and Moralist (Viking Stakes). 


The third dam BLACK VELVET was a winner at two, and produced the winners 
Velveteen and Catskin. BLACK VELVET was a half-sister to Black Cherry, winner and 
dam of 10 winners, including Cherry Lass (One Thousand Guineas, Oaks, St. James’ Palace 
Stakes and producer; ancestress of the stakes winners Cherry Time and Time Flight) 
and Black Arrow (Coventry, St. James’ Palace Stakes), and the producers Fair Jean, Bella 
Roba, Mountain Eagle, Blanche (dam of the great sire Blandford; Seminole, Cesarewitch; 
Nun's Veil, Prince of Wales’ Stakes), and Jean's Folly, dam of Night Hawk (St. Leger), 
White Satin. White Lie, etc. 


BLACK DUCHESS was a winner and producer of eight winners, including Bay 
Ronald (City and Suburban, Epsom Cup, Hardwicke Stakes, and sire of Bayardo, Dark 
Ronald, etc.), Black Fancy (Newmarket Oaks), and Galapas (Zetland Plate).
